Home Building Loans 
Would Employ Millions 
Says American Builder 


That sentiment toward federal 
loans to property owners to per- 
mit the building of new homes and 


the repairs and moderinization of| 


old ones is crystalizing is the opin- 
ion of a writer whose editorial ap- 
pears in the current issue of the 
(union printed) American Builder 
Magazine. 

Declaring itself flatly in favor oi 
the measure as a means for increas- 
ing employment, the publication says 
through its editorial writer: “Sur- 
veys show that there is today a de 
mand tor new modern homes, total- 
ing a million and a half units, which 
is wailing only for reasonable first 
mortgage money to be translated 
into immediate construction. 

“In the four years since normal 
home financing was available this 
great potential demand has __ piled 
up; and is now available to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s administration as 
a sound outlet for funds to give re- 
employment and to stimulate busi- 
ness. This is in line with the prin- 
ciple stated in these columns in 
October, that a million small or 
average construction jobs (widely 
seattered) would do more tor em- 
ployment and prosperity for the 
whole people than the most stupen- 
dous of public works programs. 

} Would Employ Many Men 

“Such loans,” continues the ed- 
itorial, “would release employment 
in every county of the United States 
and among the workers hardest hit 

by the depression, namely, the build- 
ing trades. Four million men di- 
| reclly employed in building, and ten 
million others in the factories and 
plants serving this industry indirect- 


ly, would feel the immediate stimu-|} 
lation of this needed home build-| 


ing.” 

The editors of the American 
juilder deciare that these loans 
would represent real value if they 
amounted to 75 per cent of the value 
of the buildings. In order to fur- 
ther this and other measures that 
they believe would put the building 
trades back to work, the magazine 
has been placed again on the news 
stands for added circulation. 


Victory at Chicago 


President Joseph A, Franklin of 
the Boilermakers won a_ sweeping 
victory in Chicago last week when 
he made a final settlement of a 
strike which began on June 15 in 50 
shops represented by the Boiler Man- 
ufacturers’ Association. 


‘ The controversy started when the 


employers ordered a _ reduction in 
wages and the workers walked out. 
Thirty-seven of the shops came to 
terms almost at once, but 13 held 
put. These have now signed up. 
Every man involved goes back to 
ork under the exact terms of the 
agreement which prevailed prior to 
June 15.
